On  October  22,  1943,  Variety, 
the  shrewd,  hard-boiled  weekly 
paper  of  the  entertainment  world, 
reported  that  “Hilde  Somer,  young 
Viennese  pianist,  gave  the  finest 
recital  of  the  New  York  season 
so  far"  but  that  as  a  'looker'  in 
the  bargain,  she  should  go  far.” 

That  prediction  is  on  its  way 
fulfillment.  Hilde  Somer  has 
already  gone  far.  She  has  played 
with  the  Philadelphia,  Chicago, 
Cleveland,  Indianapolis,  and  Scran 
ton  Symphony  Orchestras  and 
with  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmon¬ 
ic  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl.  During 
1943-44  she  filled  a  concert  tour 
of  almost  50  engagements. 

This  blonde,  attractive  young 
artist  was  bom  in  1922  in  Vienna. 
Her  mother  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Vienna  Music  Academy  and  a 
piano  teacher;  her  father  was  pro¬ 
fessionally  a  lawyer  but  an  enthu¬ 
siastic  amateur  singer. 

As  she  grew,  the  piano  became 
Hilde's  best  and  dearest  friend. 
Her  piano  lessons  were  not  allow¬ 
ed  to  interfere  with  her  school 
work.  She  stood  high  in  her  class¬ 
es,  and  was  particularly  talented 
in  such  handicraftsx  as  drawing, 
knitting  and  sewing.  When  Hilde 
was  ten,  she  was  presented  under 
the  auspices  of  her  school  in  a 
program  including  two  Chopin 
Etudes  and  the  Rondo  Capriccioso 
of  Mendelssohn.  In  the  audience 
was  the  conductor  and  professor 
of  the  Vienna  Music  Academy, 
Rudolf  Nilius.  He  was  so  impress¬ 
ed  with  the  little  girl’s  precocity 
that  on  June  26,  1933,  he  gave 
her  a  formal  debut  as  soloist  witn 
orchestra  in  Mozart's  Piano  Con¬ 
certo  in  A  Major. 

twelve  Hilde  gave  her  fir  t 
recital  in  Vienna,  playing  works 
ranging  from  Bach  and  Mozait 
through  Schubert,  Brahms,  and 
Chopin  to  Albeniz  and  Korngold. 
Her  success  was  instant,  and  other 
engagements  soon  followed  for 
the  child.  .  . 

Soon  Hilde's  fame  spread  be¬ 
yond  the  confines  of  her  native 
land.  On  November  26,  1935,  she 
made  her  Italian  debut  in  Milan 
and  won  high  praise  from  the 
leading  Italian  papers. 

On  November  18,  1936,  Hilde 
Somer  gave  the  most  important 
performance  of  her  young  life.  In

Carnegie  Hall  recital  to  intro¬ 
duce  his  protege  to  the  American 
public. 

On  Rudolph  Serkin's  suggestion, 
Hilde  enrolled  at  the  Curtis  In¬ 
stitute  of  Music  in  Philadelphia, 
where  she  won  a  scholarship.  She 
took  general  musical  courses  as 
well  as  special  classes  under  Ser- 
kin,  and  was  graduated  after  only 
two  years  of  study,  on  May  3, 
1941. 

Another  summer  was  spent  in 
preparation  for  a  Ne,w  York  re¬ 
cital.  On  October  20,  1941,  at 
Town  Hall,  she  proved  herself  a 
pianist  well  on  the  road  to  fame. ' 
She  has  "the  dash,  the  glitter,  and 
the  fierce  determination  of  youth 
in  overwhelming  abundance," 
wrote  the  New  York  Times.  The 
New  York  World  Telegram  pre-  , 
dieted  that  "the  day  is  not  too ; 
far  distant  when  she  will  come  out 
the  stage  an#  put  the  audience  j 
the  palm  of  her  hand  twice —  i 
„..ce  for  her  beauty  and  the  sec¬ 
ond  for  her  flawless  artistry."

New  York,  Feb.  16, — A  state¬ 
ment  was  last  week  addressed  to 
President  Roosevelt,  Prime  Mini- 
Churchill,  and  Premier  Stalin 
by  1,600  church  and  religious 
leaders  throughout  the  nation, 
which  stated,  "Establishments  of 
religion,  however  widely  reprt- 
sensative,  however,  exalted,  have 
no  place  at  the  council  tables  -f 
the  state  "  Striking  directly  at  the 
Roman  Catholic  temporal  power, 
the  signers  declare:  “It  is  tragical¬ 
ly  significant  that  when,  in  1929, 
the  papacy  re-entered  the  political 
field,  it  did  so  in  alliance  with 
enemies  of  those  very  cultures  in 
which  its  church  had  thrived.  As 
a  political  power,  it  gained  its  first 
fatal  successes  in  treaties  of 
friendship  with  fascist  powers. 
Supporting  Mussolini  in  Italy, 
Dolfuss  and  Schuschnigg  in  Aus¬ 
tria,  Hitler  in  Germany,  Franco 
in  Spain,  and  Petain  in  France, 
the  papacy  has  thrown  its  weight 
into  the  scales  of  the  present  hu¬ 
man  conflict  on  the  side  of  the 
enemies  of  democracy.”  The  state¬ 
ment  goes  on  to  uphold  the  funda¬ 
mental  desperation  of  church  and 
state.

PEACE  TIME  CONSCRIPTION  BILL 

Should  we  have  universal  military  conscription  in  peace¬ 
time?  This  is  still  an  unanswered  question  in  the  minds  of 
many  Americans.  For  General  Marshal,  President  Roose¬ 
velt,  and  the  majority  of  the  American  public  the  answer  is 
only  too  obvious.  Of  course  we  need  universal  peacetime  con¬ 
scription  if  we  are  to  enforce  the  peace  for  which  we  are 
sacrificing  so  dearly. 

But  if  we  are  true  champions  of  those  ideals  of  freedom 
and  justice  which  are  lauded  so  incessantly  in  our  press  and 
radio,  how  can  we  come  to  such  a  conclusion?  We  are  fight¬ 
ing  for  the  freedom  of  the  individual.  We  want  to  exter¬ 
minate  Regimentation,  that  hideous  beast  which  has  robbed 
men  in  the  Totalitarian  states  of  their  most  priceless  privi¬ 
lege,  freedom  of  the  individual.  But  what  is  conscription? 
Is  it  not  regimentation  pure  and  smiple?  The  loss  of  individ¬ 
uality,  the  thwarting  of  initiative  and  ambition  in  the  pur- 
sual  of  normal  occupations:  aren’t  these  the  service  men 
longing  for  the  day  when  they  can  again  go  back  to  civilian 
life,  which  for  the  American  is  still  a  life  wherein  individual¬ 
ity,  initiative,  and  ambition  can  find  free  expression?  Yes, 
the  very  thought  of  conscription  after  victory  makes  our 
highly  exalted  war  aims  seem  absurdly  farcical. 

Then  too,  can  the  permanent  peace  for  which  this  war- 
weary  world  longs  be  realized  through  the  assertion  of  mili-

On  the  evening  of  February  27, 
Frederick  Heupel  conducted  a 
joint-chapel  service  in  the  Ger¬ 
man  language.  He  based  his  en¬ 
lightening  sermonette  on  Isaiah 
30:21,  "And  thine  ears  shall  hear 
a  word  behind  thee,  saying,  This 
is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it,  when 
ve  turn  to  the  right  hand  and 
when  ye  turn  to  the  left."  Mr.  Heu- 
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pel  pointed  out  how  we  are  able 
to  know  which  path  is  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  by  quoting  the  Lord  Jesus 
when  he  said  that  He  was  the 
way,  the  truth,  and  the  life.  The 
life  of  prayer  as  the  true  mark  of 
a  Christian  was  stressed.  In  con¬ 
clusion,  the  speaker  warned  that 
unless  Jesus  could  accompany  us 
ur  pleasures,  then  the  latter 
'  questionable  and  should  be 
abstained  from. 

The  service  was  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  a  long  time  and  was  en¬ 
joyed  by  all  despite  the  fact  that 
some  had  difficulty  in  understand¬ 
ing  the  German  longue.

Scouts  at  the  cathedral  to  answer 
the  Protestant  clergymen.

Finally,  the  Protestant  church 
is  risen  to  action  by  dealing  the 
Roman  Catholic  Papacy  a  blow 
which  may  well  set  her  ii 
rightful  place.  As  the  above 
items  report,  more  than  fifteen 
hundred  clergymen  and  leaders  of 
various  Protestant  bodies  have 
protested  to  the  national  heads  of 
the  world's  three  great  powers. 
This  protesting  group  has  phrased 
its  remarks  in  a  commendable 
way  since  no  one  can  deny  the 
veracity  of  the  statement.  It  is  the 
answer  to  these  accusations  as 
made  by  Archbishop  Spellman, 
also  reported  above,  that  has 
drawn  this  writer’s  attention.  The 
good  archbishop  carefully  await¬ 
ed  a  moment  when  he  was  in  the 
temporal  eye,  as  it  were,  to  launch 
his  attempted  refutation  of  the 
facts.  Speaking  to  a  large  group 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  lie 
pharasaicly  protested  that  the 
statement  as  issued  was  a  low  and 
despicable  attack  on  the  beliefs 
of  others.  He  sounded  just  like 
the  head  of  this  hierarchy,  the 
Pope,  when  he  recently  pleaded 
for  religious  tolerance  although  he 
himself  was  and  still  is  permit¬ 
ting  passively  or  otherwise,  the 
persecution  and  killing  of  Pro¬ 
testants  in  Spain,  Portugal,  Mexi¬ 
co,  Argentina,  etc.  Considering 
again  the  carefully  chosen  words 
of  Archbishop  Spellman,  ’-*■ 


notice  the  sly  inferences  cast  when 
the  former  declares  that  25,000,- 
000  have  been  insulted.  He  goes 
on  to  interpret  the  Protestant  pro¬ 
test  as  an  affront  against  the 
patriotism  of  all  Catholics.  He 
cleverly  overlooks  the  fact  that 
the  protest  was  directed  against 
the  temporal  power  of  the  papacy. 
He  sidesteps  the  issue  of  the  ne¬ 
cessity  for  the  separation  of  church 
and  state.  The  unprejudiced  per¬ 
son  will  have  great  difficulty  in 
misconstruing  the  original  state¬ 
ment  to  what  the  archbishop  now 
says  it  meant,  but  after  all,  we 
should  be  used  to  it  by  now,  for 
that’s  what  the  papacy  has  been 
doing  for  centuries.  We  must  dif¬ 
ferentiate  between  the  member¬ 
ship  and  the  hierarchy  of  the  Ro- 
Catholic  church.  This  protest 
>  Rome’s  attempt  to  regain 
her  temporal  power,  was  in  no 
way  directed  against  the  former 
but  very  specifically  against  the 
latter.  Roman  Catholicism  is  in 
dire  need  of  another  reformation 
which  will  restore  the  truth  to  its 
proper  place  in  this  church. 

In  regard  to  this  matter  of  the 
papacy,  “we  accept  the  historical 
Judgement  of  Luther  in  the  Smal- 
cald  Articles  (Part  II,  Art  IV, 
10)  that  the  Pope  is  the  very  An¬ 
tichrist  (German:  "der  rechte  En- 
dechrist  oder  Widerchrist”)  be- 
e  among  all  the  anti-Christ- 
manifestations  in  the  history 
of  the  world  and  the  church  that 
lies  behind  us  in  the  past,  there 
me  that  fits  the  description 
given  in  II  Thess.  2,  better  than 
the  papacy  etc."  For  further  in¬ 
formation  on  this  matter,  see  the 
book  Principles  of  Christian  Faith 
by  Dr.  E.  J.  Brauiick,  page  227. 


Ooh't  Let  This  Happen  to  you f 
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Calling  all  victims  of  the  above 
incident!  The  Wartburg  College 
students  have  Just  discovered  a 
new  formula.  And  just  what  is 
this  wonderful  discovery  everyone 
is  talking  about?  The  ingredients 
are  as  follows:  one  cement  side¬ 
walk  coated  with  a  thin  sheet  of 
ice.  To  this  add  one  clumsy  stu¬ 
dent  and  “slip”  thoroughly.
